A good Christian brother from De Long, Illinois, writes 
some questions which are of general interest to farmers. And 
as an American citizen and a Christian I am glad to answer 
these questions the best I can. Here is my answer: 


Dear Brother P. 


I was grateful for your good 
letter of August 18, asking my 
position on the Farm Bureau, the 
Agricultural Extension Work, and 
“the various producer and con- 
sumer cooperatives.” I will try to 
answer your letter briefly but as 
clearly as I can. 

1. I believe it is proper and right 
for the government to have ex- 
periment stations, help control 
pests, etc., to do a work for far- 
mers which will help the whole 
country and make for’ general 
prosperity. The best methods of 
seeding, remedies for diseases of 
plants and animals, experiments in 
the best crops for certain areas, 
etc., I think properly may be done 
by the government, because they 
benefit the whole nation and make 
for general prosperity. I think the 
government may do the same kind 
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| of thing for manufacturers, and 


for business in general. That is 
part of the government’s business, 
I think, in making for peace and 
happiness, as a servant of the peo- 
ple, but not controlling the people, 
nor subsidizing their business. 

2. I think farmers certainly have 
a right to unite for their. own 
husiness into organizations for 
better marketing and for cheaper 
quantity buying. For example, I 
do not think it is wrong for far- 
mers to join either a consumer 
cooperative for buying large quan- 
tities of seed, feed, machinery, etc. 
and I do not think it is wrong for 
the farmers, for example, who sell 
oranges to have a marketing asso- 
ciation. BUT I DO NOT THINK 
SUCH ORGANIZATIONS 
SHOULD BE EXEMPTED FROM

God’s children think of a revival 
in terms of spiritual ecstasy, of 
overflowing joy. They have a 
right to think of it in these terms 
in the ultimate, and, of course, 
faith is ever prophetic, looking 
forward to the final manifesta- 
tions of God. But the beginnings 
of revival are in judgment, heart 
searching; in condemnation of 
conscience; in sorrow of soul; in 
reformation of life. “If judgment 
begin at the house of God, where 
shall the sinner and the ungodly 
appear?” “When the Holy Spirit 
is come to you [the Church] he 
will convict the world of sin and 
of righteousness and of judg- 
ment.” God can, and will, save 
Sinners apart from the ministry 
of the Church. He will find a 
messenger, if need be. But if the 
Church seek to be used, then the 
Church must consent to the judg- 
ment of its own life. 


Lay down the level. Drop the 
plumb. Apply the test. Set forth 
the scales. Approach him with 
prayer. “Search me, ‘oh God, and 
prove me and see if there be any 
wicked way in me. Lead me in the 
way everlasting.’ Jesus Christ 
hghteth every man, that is, He sets 
him in the light. He exposes him to 
the light. God cannot consent to use 
an unclean vessel. There must be 
cleansing, renewal.

Where the Revival Begins 

“He will purify the sons of 
Levi, and refine them as gold and 
silver; and they shall offer unto 
Jehovah offerings in righteous- 
mess.”’ That is, God proposes to 
“egin the revival with the official 
group in Israel. And the revival 
must begin in the church with its 
officials. The revival-tides will 
rarely rise higher than the tide 
of revival in the heart of the pas- 
tor, and deacons, Sunday School 
superintendent, officers and teach- 
ers. “He will purify the sons of 
Levi.” If a church wishes a revival 
jt must begin it in the heart of its 
official family. “The Lord whom 
ye seek.” 

Do we seek Him? Are we in 
earnest about it? Is there travail 
of soul for His presence? Is there 
a hunger and thirst after right- 
eousness for ourselves? Can we 
wish to account ourselves accursed 
unto God for our kinsman accord- 
ing to the flesh? Or for others 
thus committed to our keeping? 
Dare we confess now our personal, 
official and individual responsi- 
bility to God for the salvation of 
our community? 


Gipsy Smith was once asked how 
tto begin a revival. He replied: 
“Brother, go home. Lock your- 
self in your room. Kneel down in 
the middle of your floor. Draw 
a chalk mark al! around your- 
self and ask God to start the re- 
vival inside the chalk mark. When 
_ #e has answered your prayer, the 
revival will be on.” 

‘There is no place in the Church 
of Christ for an unspiritual of- 
ficer—for an official who has no 
passion for souls. Certainly there

is no place in the Church for an 
official in any capacity whose life 
is unclean, whose conduct is a re- 
proach, whose attitude, or asso- 
clations justly invite’ criticism, 
Suspicion, distrust. Such a man 
puts a millstone around the neck 
of the Church. He brings an evil 
report of his Lord. He is a traitor 
to the cause of Christ. Let such 
repent and openly confess his 
backsliding. “Let the wicked for- 
sake his way and the unrighteous 
man his thoughts. Let him return 
unto the Lord...for He will a- 
bundantly pardon.”

native pastors of Christian church- 
es. Most of these pastors were 
trained in modernistic schools. 
There is very little fundamental 
Christian literature available in 
Japan. There are books by Dr. E. 
Stanley Jones, and by other soc- 
ialists and semi-modernists and 
modernists, but very little Chris- 
tian literature. We had Missionary 
Timothy Pietsch write to these 
eighteen hundred native Japanese 
pastors and ask them, first, if they 
could read the English language 
and, second, if they would like to 
have THE SWORD OF THE 
LORD sent to them. Of the 
eighteen hundred more than one 
thousand responded, earnestly re- 
questing that the paper be sent 
to them. We put them on through 
the Ministers. and Missionaries 
Subscription Fund. Many wonder-

In many ways, the Christian may be likened to a foun- 


tain pen. This pen is not a natural growth; 


it is not found 


in the woods, it does not grow on plants, nor is it dug from 
the earth. Some intelligent being conceived the idea and then 
produced it in its present form. So the Christian is not a 
natural product. He is born as a sinner, he loves to sin and 
is not naturally a Christian either in heart or in practice. 
God must make a Christian and He does this through the 
saving work of Christ Jesus and the regenerating work of the 


Holy Spirit. 


‘The fountain pen is made to be|_ 


used. It has a purpose in life. No 
one intended that it should lie a- 
bout on the table or on the floor 
unused and with no value. It has 
a definite work to perform in fife 
and is made by its maker in such 
a way that it will do the work 
intended for it. So God has equip- 
ped the Christian with those tal- 
ents and gifts which will enable 
him to carry out God’s will and 
God’s plan in God’s way and in 
God’s time. 

The pen is subject to the will 
and the wish of its owner. He may 
cast it aside for a while or he may 
use it continuously day by day. 
The pen should never complain if 
it is not being always used, nor 
should it ever find fault with its 
owner because he uses it too much 
or too little, or at the wrong hour 
of the day. The pen is committed 
to the will of its master without 
arguing and without faultfinding. 


No pen will write by itself. A 
hand must hold it. That hand must 
be guided by a thinking mind. The 
pen produces nothing original. It 
only transcribes on the paper the 
thoughts and the desires of. its 
owners, so it must be with the 
believer. In the hand of our Lord, 
we shall be instruments whereby 
He can write on human hearts the 
story of His love and grace from 
His holy Word. 


No pen can write of its own 
volition or desire. There must be 
placed within it the ink, for it is 


by means of the ink that the im- 
pressions of the owner are placed 
upon the paper. This ink repres- 
ents the Holy Spirit. The believer 
is dipped in that gracious Spirit 
and writes on hearts by means of 
that Spirit. A dry pen will not 
write and neither will an uns#irit- 
ual Christian. The point of the 
pen may be of gold, but even so 
it must be dipped in ink. The gold 
point cannot do what only the ink 
can do. Paul said that, “Like a 
pen he was writing on human 
hearts.” He specifically mentioned 
that the letter was written, “not 
with ink, but with the Spirit of 
the living God” (2 Cor. 3:3). The 
pen must be kept well supplied 
with ink and frequently filled if 
it is to be always ready for the 
service of its owner. The Chris- 
tian, too, must be constantly filled 
for the Master’s use. 


The story that the pen writes 
must be worth reading. It must be 
a good story worth the time of 
the reader. It must be a profitable 
message. It must be written leg- 
ibly and plainly that it may be 
easily read by those who are in 
a hurry or by the uneducated. The 
story should begin kindly and 
should end graciously. 


The pen should not scratch the 
paper on which it is writing, else 
a scar and a mar will remain 
which will bring dishonor on the 
fair name of this fountain pen and 
its owner. Such marks are not

easily erased. Such damage is not 
easily repaired. How careful we 
should be in writing on the hearts 
of others so that we leave a clean 
white sheet, not soiled with blots 
and splotches, not injured’ by 
scratching and tearing! The dam- 
age done in a few moments may 
never be repaired in years. 


This pen should lend itself read- 
ily to the hand of the one who 
holds it. It should write heavy 
or light, as he may desire to press 
it down. It should always write as 
he picks it up and never be out 
of humor or filled with something 
else besides the ink. It should have 
such a smooth point that it would 
make beautiful letters and be at- 
tractive to the eye of the one who 
reads the story. 


Some hearts, like some _ paper, 
must be written upon very care- 
fully. Some paper is very soft and 
somewhat rough so that the foun- 
tain pen would need to be very 
cleverly handled to prevent the ink 
from spreading and the paper 
from tearing. Other paper is so 
glossy and highly polished that the 
pen may have some difficulty in 
making an impression that will be 
legible. The wise writer will know 
just how to use the pen as it lies 
in the hand of its owner, yielded 
and still. May the Lord make each 
of. us a fountain pen, filled with 
good ink, His Holy Spirit, and 
ready for the Master’s use.

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“The Crown of Glory” 

Of another crown we read in 
I Peter 5:1-4. He, who had been 
specially deputed to feed the lambs 
and sheep of Christ’s flock writes, 


“The elders which are among 
you I exhort, who am also «ua 
elder, and a witness of the suffer- 
ings of Christ, and also a partaker 
of the glory that shall be re- 
vealed; feed the flock of 
which is among you, taking the 
oversight thereof, not by con- 
straint, but willingly; not for 
filthy lucre, but of a ready mind, 


neither as being lords over God’s 


heritage, but being ensamples to 
the fleck. And when the Chief 
Shepherd shall appear ye shall re- 
ceive a crown of glory that fadeth 
not away.” 


Every word in this stirring ex- 
hortation is of moment, and may 
well be carefully weighed. 

Note first of all that Peter 
though one of the chiefest apostics 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, and one 
to whom a special revelation and 
particular mission had been given, 
claims no authoritative place over 
other servants of Christ. He is 
“also an elder.” That is, he writes 
of himself as a ‘“‘co-presbyter’-— 
one with his fellow-presbyters. Jf 
Peter was the first Pope it is clear 
that he never knew it. He does not 
write as “the Holy Father” to 
whom others are in duty bound to 
be subject, but he exhorts his fel- 
low-elders, as being himself one 
of their company. 

It is true he had been privileged 
beyond most if not all of them. He 
had known the Lord, had com- 
panied with Him during His earth- 
ly ministry and had known Him 
after His resurrection. He had 
seen Him die—He was a witness 
(not a partaker) of His suffer- 
iggs. He would share in the soon- 
coming glory. 

Remembering the words of the 
risen Saviour, spoken so long ago 
that morning by the — seaside, 
“Feed My lambs, shepherd My 
sheep,” he passes on the exhorta- 
tion to his brethren engaged in 
the work of ministering to the 
people of the Lord. Observe he bids 
them, “Feed the flock of a Hi - 
not, “Fleece the flock.” Noth! 
can be more reprehensible eh to 
think of a Christian church or as- 
sembly of believers as owing a liv- 
ing to the preacher or teacher who 
imparts the Word of life to them. 
He who thinks of the “ministry” 
as “one of the learned professions” 
and a mere means of livelihood, 
is on low ground indeed. The true 
minister of Christ is a man with 
a shepherd’s heart who loves the 
flock and cares for them for the 
sake of Him who bought them 
with His blood. That they have 
responsibility to him is plain, bit 
he looks not to them but to the 
Lord for his support. 


And be it noted, the elders are 
not set over the flock (though in- 
deed they are “over them in tho 
Lord’) but they are. told to “feed 
the flock of God which is among 
you.” It is true they are to lead 
the sheep, as in Hebrews 13:14, 
where we read, 


“Obey them that have the rule 
over you Lor, literally, that ‘guide 
youl, and submit yourselves; for 
they watch for your souls, as they 
that must give account, that they 
may do it with joy, and not with 
grief: for that is unprofitable for 
you.” 


In the assembly of God, if things 
are as they should be, there will 
be neither clerical pretension on 
the one hand nor anarchy on the 
other. The Christian company is 
a brotherhood where each should 
have in view the best interests of 
all the rest, and where all the 
gifts given by the great Head of 
the Church may be freely exercis- 
ed for the blessing of the whole 
Church. 

To some is given in a special way 
the service of oversight, and such 
are bidden to care for the rest 
not as by constraint, but willingly: 
that is, not as being pressed into 2 
position from which a lowly man 
might well shrink but as gladly 
serving for Christ’s sake, and al- 
though those who give their whole 
time to the ministry of the Word 
are to subsist upon what grateful 
saints gladly give (as unto the 
Lord) they are not to be con- 
trolled by covetousness, nor to 
serve for “filthy lucre.”

Neither are they to “lord it 
over possessions.”" Notice that the 
word “God’s” is in italics. The 
warning ts really against regard- 
ing.the saints as their own allotted 
portion. 

Men speak (thoughtlessly often, 
no doubt) of “my church,” or “my 
congregation,” but this is practic- 
ally to deny—and to forget that it 
is “His church” and “the congre- 
gation of the Lord,” to which they 
may be called to minister. 


It has been pointed out often 
that the word for “heritage” is 
Kleros, from which we get our 
word “clergy.” And here, para- 
doxical as it may seem, the lay- 
men are the clergy! All God’s 
people are His clergymen, accord- 
ing as it is written, “The Lord’s 
portion is His people.” 

What a solemn thing then to 
lord it over such! But how grateful 
such should be and how responsive 
to those who feed them as Christ’s 
under-shepherds who are called 
upon not only to minister the 
Word but to be examples (or 
models of behavior) to the flock. 


Alas, that oft-times they -find 
this a most thankless service. 
Their most earnest labors. are 
frequently quite unappreciated and 
they can say with Paul, “The more 
abundantly I love you, the less I 
(am) loved.” But the “pay-day’”’ is 
coming! When the Chief Shepherd 
shall be manifested a crown of 
glory awaits every faithful ser- 
vant who has cared for His lambs 
and sheep during His absence. The 
glory of this age passes away but 
the crown of glory is unfading and 
eternal. 

Often, down here, the faithful 
servant is called on to bear re- 
proach and shame, to have his 
good evil-spoken of, and_. his 
motives impugned. Men would 
crown him with thorns as they 
cruelly did to the Good Shepherd 
Himself—but even as He is now 
“crowned with glory and honor,” 
so shall they who follow Him be, 
in that day. 

Go, labor on; spend and be spent; 

Thy joy to do the Master’s will, 
It is the way the Saviour went, 

Should not the saved one tread 

it still? 

Then, when called to His judg- 
ment-seat to give an account of 
the souls committed to his care, 
how will the true under-shepherd 
rejoice as he hears the “Well 
cone, good and faithful servant. 
Enter thou into the joy of thy 
Lord!’ Then shall the unfading 
glory-crown encircle the head that 
often ached because of ingratitude 
and lack of appreciation here on 
earth, and the unchanging brii- 
liance of the wreath that tells of 
divine appreciation will cover the 
brow that once was worn with 
care. 


Striving Lawfully 
Having noticed the various 
names given to the crowns of re- 
ward, I would now desire to 
emphasize some exhortations and 
warnings in regard to them which 
we find in the New Testament.

were certain recognized demands 
to which each contestant must 
conform. A youth might be strong 
and vigorous and display great 
prowess and ability but if he fail- 
ed to go by the rules of the game 
he was disqualified and could not 
receive the victor’s wreath. 


At the celebrated revived Olym- 
pian games held at Stockholm, 
Sweden, some years ago, a young 
Indian, James Thorpe, excelled al! 
others in a number of contests 
of strength and skill. He won 
many medals and was the envy 
of scores of white athletes, who 
tried in vain to defeat him. When 
the King of Sweden bestowed the 
prizes upon him he took him by 
the hand and exclaimed, “You, sir, 
are the greatest amateur athlete 
in the world to-day!” It was a 
moment to be proud of, and the 
Indian could be excused if a feel- 
ing of gratified elation filled his 
breast at such a time. But after 
his return to America certain men 
began an investigation into his 
past, finally they discovered that 
one summer, while still a student 
in a Government School, Thorpe 
had played on a village baseball 
team for a few dollars a week. 
This fact disqualified him from 
entering an amateur contest. When 
it was put before the King, he 
had to write to the Indian de- 
manding the return of his trophies. 
The poor lad was nearly heart- 
broken, but he sent all back and 
wrote a straightforward letter in 
which he begged His Majesty not 
to think too hardly of him, remind- 
ing the King that he was “an 
ignorant Indian boy,” and did not 
know he was violating any rule in 
entering the games after having 
taken money for sport. But his 
ignorance of the yequirements 
could not save him from losing 
his wrongly-bestowed honors. 
While no kindly person could feel 
other than sympathetic to Thorpe, 
yet all had to acknowledge the 
righteousness of the King’s ruling. 


And so will it be with those who 
are seeking after an incorruptible 
crown. The rewards will only be 
for those who “strive lawfully,’ 
who “have observed the rules” 
laid down in the Word of God. 


There may be great self-denial, 
intense devotion, and deep earnest- 
ness, while after all one’s entire 
program of life and service may 
be thoroughly unscriptural. There- 
fore the need of knowing the Bible 
and “going by the Book.” Much 
that passes for Christian service 
to-day is merely fleshly activity. 
Much that is dignified as “Church 
work” is thoroughly opposed to 
the divine revelation as to the 
Church and its_ responsibilities. 
Much that is counted as evidence 
of spirituality is simply natural 
refinement, and in ‘no sense the 
result of the inworking of the 
Spirit of God. Much that is “highly 
esteemed among men” is an “a- 
bomination in the sight of God.”

stranger and fear not me, saith 
Jehovah of hosts. For I, Jehovah, 
change not.” That is the judgment 
—holiness flaming forth against 
sin. “I will come in order to judge 
against the sorcerers.” Here is a 
judgment of God against modern 
necromancy, superstition, spirit- 
ism. These are the counterparts of 
the sorcery and sorcerers of that 
ancient day. To what degree of 
superstition have we not fallen? 


We call ourselves enlightened. 
We wear the name of Christ while 
we put trust in charms. We live 
under a scourge of fear, the num- 
ber thirteen, seeing the moon over 
the right shoulder, beginning work 
on Friday, a black cat crossing the 
road! We carry a buckeye and 
rabbit foot for luck. We hang 
horseshoes over our doors, and 
trust in omens, little realizing that 
all these things are superstition 
and, as such, are idolatry. We con- 
sult fortune-tellers and spiritual- 
istic mediums in an endeavor to 
obtain knowledge of future events, 
and obtain interviews with the 
dead, not knowing, or caring, that 
God has expressly forbidden this 
kind of traffic with the Evil One. 
For all such is a direct blow at 
the mediatorial office of Jesus 
Christ. (See Deut. 18:15). 


‘The growth of traffic in spirit- 
ism in America is almost incred- 
ible. More books on spiritism are 
sold and read from our public lib- 
raries than books on almost any 
other subject. Every spiritualistic 
medium is both a child and an 


agent of the Devil. Even if they 


succeed in calling back the dead, 
remember that only the lost dead 
will hear their voice, or obey their 
summons. Jesus said: “My sheep 
hear my voice, and a stranger will 
they not hear.” Let me tell you 
now, that if, when I am dead, 
some old woman whose palm has 
been crossed by half a dollar, 
comes around to call me from my 
grave, I am not coming! I expect 
to come forth from my grave, but 
it will be at the summons of an- 
other Voice, in obedience to an- 
other mandate. 


the adultery be in act, desire, or 
in the public exposure of the body 
by thoughtless women under the 
mandates of a godless society with 


or unconscious) to inflame imag- 
ination, arouse desire, and seduce 
from the path of virtue and in- 
tegrity. God has pronounced His 
judgment upon women who mince 
in their walking, who wear pillows 
upon their armholes and bells upon 
their ankles, who expose them- 
selves as targets of evil glances 
and unclean imaginations. (See 
Ezek. 13:18). 

The revival will also have to do 
with wages, and rents, and ser- 
vice, and overcharging, and the 
driving of hard bargains, and ex- 
tortion, and the taking advantage 
of helpless victims, such as widows 
and orphans and the stranger. 

The revival, when it comes, will 
find you where you live, will cor- 
rect the evil of your dealings, and 
sit in judgment upon false bal- 
ances, and upon short measure- 
ments in your life. Do you wish 
a revival? Then in the name of 
God and for your-soul’s sake, pre- 
pare to meet God; prepare for 
judgment and reformation. God 
will not deal with you on any 
other terms. 


The Place of Money in 
The Revival 


The steps by which God pro- 
gresses toward the perfect revival 
are altogether out of the ordinary. 
The very uncommonness of their 
character indicates that the 
method is of God. Who would 
think of bringing the question of 
money into a revival? Yet God 
thrusts it right into the very midst 
of His program. 

“From the days of your fathers 
ye have turned aside from mine 
ordinances, and have not kept 
them. Return unto me, and I will 
return unto you, saith Jehovah of 
hosts. But ye say, Wherein shall 
we return? Will a man rob God? 
yet ye rob me. But ye say, Where- 
in have we robbed thee? In tithes 
and offerings. Ye are cursed with 
the curse; for ye rob me, even 


this whole nation. Bring ye the

house and prove me now herewith, 
saith Jehovah of hosts, if I will 
not open you the windows of heav- 
en, and pour you out a blessing, 
that there shall not be room 
enough to receive it. And I will 
rebuke the devourer for your 
sakes, and he shall not destroy 
the fruits of your ground; neither 
shall your vine cast her fruit be- 
fore the time in the field, saith 
Jehovah of hosts. And all nations 
shall call you happy for ye shall 
be a delightsome land, saith Je- 
hovah of hosts” (Mal. 3:7-12). 


Remember the tragic death of 
Ananias and Sapphira. While God 
does not now always destroy phys- 
ical life, yet we know that there 
are about us on every hand scores 
of men and women whose spirit- 
ual life has died; a death attend- 
ant upon the withholding from 
God of that which He justly claims 
of their money. The law of God 
for Christians is recorded in [ 
Corinthians 16:2: “Upon the first 
day of the week let each one of 
you lay by him in store as he 
may prosper.” Here is the divine 
proportion. Blessing always at- 
tends upon obedience and spiritual 
blight follows inevitably in the 
wake of disobedience. 


There is the closest association 
between giving and = spirituality. 
The liberal soul shall be made fat 
and a penurious man belies his 
confession of faith. I have never 
known a tither who was a back- 
slider. Nor have I known any 
tither who did .not increase in 
spirituality and abound in an in- 
creasing joy in the service of God. 
I do not propose to indicate here 
the many arguments there are for 
tithing, nor the many blessings 
that flow from it, but simply to

Her own spiritual life and 
activities grew to the point where 
it became a matter of faith and 
duty for her to arrange the house- 
hold and farm-duties so that they 
might be attended to in the morn- 
ings and so leave her the aftei- 
noons free for Christian service. 


Two years later I was preaching 
in another part of Pennsylvania— 
forty or fifty miles distant.

At the close of the ser- 
vice she came with her husband 
to me and said: “Do you like 
apples?’”’ When I pléaded guilty, 
she said: “Well, I will send you a 
barrel, for we have the finest in. 
our country.” I saw that that was 
not all there was to be said about 
those apples, so I expressed a 
proper amount of curiosity. 


“Our apple trees are the only 
trees in our country that were not 
sprayed against the San Jose 
scale,” said the woman. I express- 
ed my surprise in a question: 
“Why did you not spray?” I asked,

Christ said in John 5:24, “Ver- 
rily, verily, I say unto you, He that 
heareth my word, and believeth 
on him that sent me hath ever- 
lasting life, and shall not come 
into condemnation; but is (that 
means right now) passed from 
death unto life.” 


I was in a meeting in California.

When it came time for 
the service, he said, “Well, come 
on, I will go to church with you.” 
That night I preached on Hell, and 
presented the picture of the man 
in Luke 16:19-31, who was plead- 
ing for a drop of water to cool 
his tongue, as he was tormented 
in the flames of Hell. When I

what real joy is. And the thing 
that gets under my skin is to 
see some of these professing Chris- 
tians walking around with a long, 
sour, disgusted look on _ their 
faces. You would think that they 
had lost their last friend, or that 
their mother-in-law had come to 
stay. If anyone ought to be happy 
and show some joy, it is the per- 
son who knows Christ as his 
Saviour. 


Some people—you may be one of 
them—say; “I would like to be a 
Christian, but I am afraid I can’t 
hold out.”

the store-house He would rebuke 
the devourer for our sakes, that 
the fruit should not be cast before 
her time. Now,” she went on, ‘“‘we 
have been giving God our tithe. 
We took Him at His word.” 

Then her face lightened up with 
a great light. “The San Jose scale 
came to the very foot of the hill 
on which our orchard is planted,” 
she said, “but it did not cross the 
fence, and we have the finest 
apples in the county.” Can you 
beat that? There was a perfect 
specimen of productive faith issu- 
ing in revival. For, faith, my 
friends, is not belief in a fact, but 
obedience to a fact. Faith in God 
is obedience to God and the obed- 
ience of faith always provokes and 
deepens the blessings of grace. 

The other illustration of the 
faithfulness of God was told me by 
a Philadelphia minister who said 
that Dr. Russell Conwell one night 
at prayer-meeting asked if there 
were any tithers present who had 
tithed through a series of years? 
Seven people stood up. Dr. Conwell 
asked for a testimony from each 
one of them especially in emphasis 
of the fact of God’s faithfulness 
in blessing them. Six gave radiant 
testimonies of blessings received. 
The seventh was a frail, grey- 
haired woman who spoke with 
much reluctance: 

“TI wish I could bear such testi- 
mony,” she said, “but I cannot. I 
have skimped and saved. and 
denied myself through the years 
in order to keep a vow made 
many years ago that I would tithe 
my income. But now I am old and 
I am losing my position. I have 
no*means of support. I do not 
know what’ I shall do.” She sat 
down and the meeting was closed 


in the midst of a profound andy 


distressing chill. 


Next day Dr. Conwell had an 
invitation from Mr. John Wana- 
maker to lunch with him. At the 
table Mr. Wanamaker said: “Dr. 
Conwell, I think you would’ be 
interested to know that we are a- 
bout to inaugurate a pension sys- 
tem for our employees. We have 
contemplated it for years. Finally 
the plan has been worked out, and 
we are to issue our first life pen- 
sion today to a woman who has 
served our firm for twenty-five 
years.” He mentioned the name of 
this woman and it was that of her 
who had given her pessimistic 
testimony in the prayer-meeting 
the night before! I tell you, God 
is faithful! 


Finally 


Upon these conditions, God 
promises revival. “All nations shall 
call you happy: for ye shall be a 
delightsome land.” Now God chal- 
lenges all to correct their attitude 
and their expressions. Yet fre- 
quently members of the Church 
have said: “What is the use?” Too 
frequently Christian obligations 
and Christian privilege have been 
held in light esteem. For ourselves 
and our children we make the 
wrong men and wrong measures 
the symbols and expressions of 
success. We have called the proud, 
happy. We have been envious of 
the wicked as we have seen them 
built up. We said: ‘“‘There seems 
to be no difference between the 
people of God and the people of 
the world.” 


We have pointed our children 
to men, as conspicuous for their 
godlessness as they are for their 
worldly and material success, as 


a 


——— 


leaders and examples whose lives 
and labours are worthy of emula- 
tion, as between a rich, wicked 
man and a poor, godly man. Some- 
how we manage to convey to our 
children an impression of admira- 
tion for the rich and of pity or 
contempt for the poor; we create 
in their minds lasting esteem for 
those who make worldly success 
the criterion of honor and the 
merit of emulation. With what 
passion we pursue the effort to 
find entrance into worldly society 
for ourselves and our children; to 
obtain for them the influence, the 
favour, therassociation of godless 
people! With what persistence we 
pursue the honors, emoluments and 
attentions of the world! And with 
what fatal spiritual results! It 
were folly to make distinctions, 
for ourselves and for our children, 


between the unrewarded way of » 


righteousness and the path of ease, 
comfort, prosperity and worldly 
approval, designated by our Lord 
as the broad way which leads to 
destruction. | 


Surely when the revival comes 
there will be a new ability and 
conviction of spiritual discernment 
followed by social and commercial 
separations. The children of God 
will be called out to separate lives, 
knowing that “evil communica- 
tions corrupt good manners,” that 
“two cannot walk together except 
they be agreed.’’ We shall cease 
to call the proud happy and to 
bring into question the virtue of 
Christian faith and the value of 
holy living. Piety will no longer 
be held in contempt. Goodness will 
be revalued as of supreme import- 
ance, and the highway of holiness 
will be quoted as the way of su- 
preme desire and of supreme good. 


The Revival Breaks Out 


“Then they that feared Jehovah 
spake often one with another: and 
Jehovah hearkened and heard.’ 
Here is the reconciliation of dif- 
ferences, the healing of estrange- 
ments. Friends, long separated by 
grievances, are reunited. Grace, to 
speak one to another, is found. 
Christian conversation long lost is 
renewed. The testimonies of the 
Lord spring gladly to the lips and 
distinctions between the godly and 
the ungodly are made thereby. 
Family altars are rebuilt; religious 
instruction is given by parents to 
children. Anxiety for the lost; con- 
cern for the erring; efforts to 
win souls; the confession of faults; 
the singing of songs; the offering 
of prayers—how familiar it all 
sounds! How often it all needs to 
be repeated! How joyous the ex- 
perience! 


Yes, this is what God proposes 
and what. God will undertake for 
us when we get right with Him. 
He is in our midst; His all-seeing 
eye searches us out; He moves in 
the midst of the candlesticks; He 
waits to renew the supply of oil, 
or to ‘remove the candlestick. It 
is not His will to quench the burn- 
ing wick, nor to break the bruised 
stick. He will strengthen, quicken, 
renew, enlarge. And He would be- 
gin now—today. Are you willing 
to have the revival on His con- 
ditions, and according to His pro- 
portions? For, remember, He gives 
His Spirit without measure, and 
His cup is an overflowing cup, and 
His joy an abounding joy.

Word will echo her sentiment. 

It is well to remember how, 
While on earth, He was in the 
habit of saying (as the tense 
actually implies), “It is more 
blessed to give than to receive.” 
So it will add to His joy to be 
able to bestow upon His victorious 
saints the rewards which He has 
prepared aforehand for them. He 
would have each one to be num- 
bered among those who keep the 
word of His patience and over- 
come the world, in order that, hav- 
ing suffered with Him, they may 
reign with Him in the glory of 
the coming displayed Kingdom. 

When He comes forth to reckon 
with His servants, and “to see 
what each one hath gained by 
trading” with the talents or 
pounds entrusted to him, it will be 
His delight to recognize what His 
grace has wrought in them by the 
power of the indwelling Holy 
Spirit. In honoring them He is 
really glorifying the Father’s 
name and His own name. Who in 
that day would be willing to miss 
His ‘‘Well done, good and faithful 
servant, enter thou into the joy 
of thy Lord?” And what satisfac- 
tion it will give to the one who 
has toiled on amid difficulty for 
Him in the day of His rejection 
when He says, “Thou hast been 
faithful in a few things; I will 
make thee ruler over many.” 

And yet it is not merely for 
crowns we labor, but that we may 
please Him who hath called us to 
be His soldiers. His approval will 
make up for all man’s misunder- 
standings and persecutions.

But sometimes we fail to realize 
how appreciative He is of little 
things, of hidden devotion, of 
faithfulness in the daily round. We 
are too apt to think we must “do 
some great thing,’ serve in some 
public capacity, to earn the victor’s 
wreath. But this is a mistake. He 


/| values all that is done out of love 


for Him whether it be seen of 
men or not. 


I recall a burdened little mother 
who said to me once,- “I cannot 
win a crown, for I have no oppor- 
tunity to serve as I would like. In 
college I had dreams of a life 
devoted to Christ’s work. I was a 
‘student volunteer’ and expected 
to become a missionary, but about 
the time I graduated I met 
Charlie, and soon we were mar- 
ried. That ended my dreams of 
going out as a herald of the cross. 
In the years that have past, ill- 
health; the rearing of six children, 
and much ill-fortune financially 
have made it impossible for me to 
do anything for the Lord, and so 
I can never win a crown!” But 
I pointed out that the godly testi- 
mony of a_ devoted wife and 
mother, the rearing of a family 
for God, the example of a holy 
and consistent life—these were in 
the sight of God of great price, 
for these there is sure reward. And 


so indeed it is. The busiest mother! wa

can run the Christian race and 
thus win the incorruptible crown. 
The feeblest invalid can “help to 
show someone the way of peace 
and so obtain the crown of re- 
joicing. The most poverty-stricken 
Saint can love His appearing and 
gain the crown of righteousness. 
The humblest sufferer can be so 
devoted to Christ as to earn a 
crown of life. And anyone who in 
any way ministers to the sheep 
or lambs of Christ’s flock will 
surely receive the crown of glory 
when the Chief Shepherd shall 
appear. 

What is needed is a heart for 
Christ. He will use all who are 
willing to let Him have His way 
with them. He who has saved by 
grace will surely reward in that 
day for the least service done for 
His own. 

And now in closing may I af- 
fectionately press upon the Chris- 
tian reader the Lord’s own solemn 
warning to the  Philadelphian 
church: 


“Behold, I come quickly: hold 
that fast which thou hast, that no 
man take thy crown.’’—Rev. 3:11. 


Observe: no one can rob me of 
my salvation. Of this there is 
abundant evidence in Scripture. 
But another may take my crown 
if I prove faithless to the trust 
committed to me. 

Each believer is a servant as 
well as a son. To each is given 
some special gift and some par- 
ticular line of service. It may be 
of either a public or a private 
nature. But it is a stewardship 
committed to him of the Lord, 
and “it is required of stewards 
that a man be found faithful.” If 
I do not exercise the ministry al- 
lotted to me, in humble depend- 
ence on the Holy Spirit that I 
may fulfil it faithfully, I may be 
set aside as a servant, and another 
be called to complete my work. 
And so I will lose my crown. 

We have read of the tract dis- 
tributor who, becoming discourag- 
ed because of apparent lack of ap- 
preciation, gave up his lowly ser- 
vice, and learned twenty years 
after of one saved through a tract 
given out on the last day in which 
he did that work, who had taken 
it up himself as a ministry to 
needy men and after that long 
lapse of time met his benefactor 
and presented him with a tract. As 
a result a conversation sprang up 
which showed how the convert 
had taken the other’s place, and 
the older man exclaimed with re- 
gret, “I see: I have let you. take 
my crown!” 

Let us remember, God is go- 
ing to carry on His work in some 
way and by some instrumentality. 
May it be ours not to shirk re- 
sponsibility but to say (and do) 
with Isaiah, 


“Here am I; send me.”

3. I DO NOT believe in govern- 
ment control of either farming 
‘or industry. I do not believe that 
the government should say how 
amany acres each farmer should 
plant in this or that. I do not be- 
fieve that governments should 
scuarantee high prices to farmers 
for guarantee low prices to con- 
sumers. That meddles with God’s 
fundamental law of supply and 
demand. It is expensive. It pro- 
Nides more and more parasites 
in the government to be supported 
by taxation, and it tends to en- 
slave the people. Primarily the 
season for it is to make votes 
‘for a socialistic government. Farm- 


most votes. That is fundamentally 
immoral, and is dangerous to A- 
merica. 

For example, in your letter three 
times you spoke of the “wealthy 
capitalists.” You think the farm- 
ers have to have government help 
not to be downtrodden by capital- 
ists; that labor unions have to have 
government help not to be a- 
bused and exploited by capitalists! 
But in that you use a terminology 
which has been deliberately de- 
veloped by socialistic demagogues 
and I fear by the very people who 
are insisting on fanm cooperatives 
and government bonus paid by us 
hard-working citizens to farmers. 
That term “wealthy capitalists” 
is a catchy phrase but it is not a 
true one and its implications are 
utterly wrong. First, every farm- 
er who owns his farm invests in 
seed and machinery, and hires a 
hired man is a capitalist. The man 
who owns a hamburger stand is 
a capitalist. The man who runs 
a little plumbing shop or a laun- 
dry is a capitalist. The man who 
runs a grocery store is a capitalist. 
Capitalists are just owners of 
property who save and invest their 
money in a business. The shoe- 
shine man who owns his own little 
stand is a capitalist. The paper 
boy who rides his bicycle on a pa- 
per route is a capitalist. Capitalism 
is simply the system of free en- 
terprise taught in the Bible, which 
involves the private ownership of 


} property, saving of money and in- 


vesting it or using it to make a 
living. Private ownership instead 
of government ownership is capi- 
talism. 

Again that phrase, “wealthy cap- 
italists” is misleading, because 
capitalists are just people. They 
are not banded together. They are 
really most of us. Even the labor- 
er. who works with any profit- 
sharing basis is a capitalist. The 
laborer who buys a $100 share in 
a business is a capitalist. 


A farmer capitalist does not 
join in with other capitalists as 
such; he joins in with other farm- 
ers. A groceryman capitalist does 
not join in with other capitalists

Artificial control with sub- 
sidies, allotments, taken by legal 
force from other hardworking 
people, for farmers in order to 
eet their votes, is fundamentally 
wrong and un-American, in my 
humble judgment. 

I am for the farmers. But when 
it is the farmers against the A- 
merican people, then I am for the 
American people. 


4. In my judgment, one of the 
most dangerous features of this 
New Deal, Fair Deal legislation 
and program is that it arrays class 
against class. These socialist dem- 
agogues of the Roosevelt and Tru- 
man administrations deliberately 
set out to make racial issues and 
set race against race in order to get 
the votes of the colored people. 
‘They set out to set labor against 
capital in order to get the votes 
of labor. They set out to set farm- 
ers against “big business” in ordér 
to -get the votes of farmers. In 
every case they play for the group 
with the largest votes, in every 
controversy. They stir up contro- 
versies and then take the sides 


of the group that will have the, 


| 


problem of the system. In fact, 
the system always tends to cor- 
rect such things. The law of supply 
and demand means that sooner or 
later someone else will pay that 
laborer more and hire him away. 
The capitalistic system always 
tends toward freedom and better 
income as long as more machinery 
is used and better methods are 


adopted. On the other hand the}! 
socialistic system always tends to}: 


enslave the people and bring more 
poverty and more trouble as it 
has already in England and in 
Russia. 


You talk about the farmers 
keeping their place as. “middle 
class people.”’ That is the wrong 
kind of term. I resent it. I came 
from the farm. I do not believe 
that some classes of people are 
essentially below me. I dead sure 
do not believe that there is any 
class of people who are essentially 
better than I and my people are. 
I am an American! That means 
that if I work hard enough and 
have enough brains I can make 
a~-million dollars, or run for the 
United States Senate, or be a col- 
lege professor or own and run 
a big, successful farm. The whole 
idea of separate classes of people 
is abhorrent to the American way 
of life and it is wrong to encour- 
age any such thoughts, in my 
judgment. Coming from a very 
poor family, and in a very hard 
time of financial depression, I 
worked my way through college 
and university, became a college 
teacher, and could earn a place, 
I trust, in any strata of American 
society that seemed worth the 
effort. And every boy and every 
girl ought to feel that this is a 
country of opportunity and that 
he is just as good as anybody 
else essentially, depending on his 
own character and merits and at- 
tainments. There is no one class
